Both forms of monopoly 


hampered government plan¬ 
ning and the free choice of 
citizens, but "I think that we 
have by and large legislation 
now on our statute books to 
curtail untair competition or 
price fixing and so on." 

"There is not much legisla¬ 
tion to curtail monopolistic 
power of labor." Trudeau 
said. "I think unless labor it¬ 


self is prepared to behave 
very responsibly in setting the 
parameters of the economy, 
such legislation may become 
inevitable.’’ 

He did not specify what ac¬ 
tion he would consider irre¬ 
sponsible, but he said that so 
far most union wage claims 
have been an attempt to catch 


up with rising prices and prof¬ 
its. 

These claims contribute to 
inflation ‘‘but 1 don't judge 
this to be irresponsible," Tru¬ 
deau said. The claims were 
part of a wider economic 
problem the government is 
trying to deal with by seeking 
approval from all sectors for 
restraint.

Wilson gets 
summit

DUBLIN (UPI) The Eu¬ 
ropean summit conference 
gave British Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson most of what 
he demanded Tuesday night 
as his price for staying in the 
Eurojiean common market. 

The issue now goes to a 
June referendum in which 
British voters will decide 
whether their country stays or 
becomes the first to quit the 
nine-nation bloc. Wilson him¬ 
self refused to tell his com¬ 
mon market partners whether 
he will recommend a Yes or 
Nt» vote. 

"I think they are a great 
improvement." Wilson told 
newsmen of the terms ham¬ 
mered out over the past 11 
months and in a final two-day 
summit session at Dublin Cas¬ 
tle. "Whether they are good 
enough m.#jt (he Krrinh peo¬ 
ple to decide.” 

Most of Britain’s original 
demands in its campaign to 
renegotiate the terms under 
which it entered the common 
market 27 months ago have 
faded away since they were 
first made last year.

Striking janitors in Greater 
Victoria will stage mass pick¬ 
ets again this morning at sev¬ 
eral unspecified schools, a 
union spokesman said Tues¬ 
day. 

The mass pickets at district 
schools are being organized 
because members of Local 
382, Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, are "upset” that 
the Greater Victoria school 
board Is organizing "strike¬ 
breakers’’ to clean schools 
during the work stoppage, 
Bob Cunningham said. 

About 30 janitors picketed 
Cedar Hill junior secondary 
school Tuesday morning and 
board spokesman Bill Stavdal 
said the workers were abusive 
to teachers crossing the lines 
and that one woman teacher 
was shoved by a picket. 

Cunningham denied there 
was any violence at the scene, 
saying the woman was pushed 
when a picket knocked into 
her after first being shoved 
by a teacher. 

Stavdal said Tuesday the 
board is seeking a legal opin¬ 
ion on whether to apply to the 
courts for an order limiting 
the number of pickets at 
strike-bound schools. 

It will be several days be¬ 
fore a decision on whether to 
go to court is reached, Stav¬ 
dal said, but Cunningham 
called the threat "ridiculous”. 


There is no legal limit, he 
said, on how many persons 
picket, and as long as the 
pickets keep moving and do 
not prevent people from 
crossing, there is no legal 
way the board can remove 
them. 

About 800 students, when 
confronted by the pickets at 
Cedar Hill, refused at first to 
enter the school, but many fi¬ 
nally did so when police at the 
scene told them to either go 
home or cross the line. 


Some students were using 
the picket line as an excuse to 
miss school, Stavdal said. 

Mavis DeGirolamo, pres¬ 
ident of Greater Victoria 
Teachers Association, said 
her members are 
"distressed" by what she 
called CUPE attempts to pre¬ 
vent teachers from crossing 
picket lines. 

"The fact that they show up 
30 deep won’t make us change 
our minds," she said. 

Reports that teachers will 


meet this afternoon to 
reassess whether to continue 
crossing CUPE lines are in¬ 
correct, she said, but she 
would neither confirm nor 
deny that the reported meet¬ 
ing will take place. 

She said teachers have » 
signed contract with the 
board and their first responsi¬ 
bility is to the students.

OTTAWA (CP) Fraud 
charges will be laid today 
here against 14 persons and 12 
companies in the dredging in¬ 
dustry, it was learned relia¬ 
bly. 

The charges arise from the 
RCMP investigation launched 
initially in Hamilton in early 
1973 and informants said the 
charges allege bid-rigging 
against persons and compa¬ 
nies from Vancouver to On¬ 
tario and Quebec. 

They said the extensive 
RCMP investigation by the 
force's commercial and fraud 
section involves a sum of 
more than $4 million. 

RCMP officials in Toronto 
refused to confirm that 
charges will be laid. 

Solicitor-General Warren 
Allmand and Transport Min¬ 
ister Jean Marchand have in¬ 
dicated for some time the 
RCMP investigation of die 
Hamilton Harbor price fixing 
scandal had spread to Que¬ 
bec. 

But they refused to give any 
indication jvhen charges 
would be laid. 

The two ministers and 
Labor Minister John Munro 
have been under heavy fire in 
the Commons from opposition 
questioners demanding to 
know about new charges. 

Three men have pleaded 
guilty and* two others have 
been committed to trial in the 
Hamilton harbor case. 

Munro went to hospital suf¬ 
fering from exhaustion last

Palace hushed gay eighties scandal

IjONDON (A P) Queen 

Victoria’s family and govern¬ 
ment leaders of the day 
hushed up Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace’s reported connection to a 
sex scandal that shocked Bri¬ 
tain 86 years ago. official doc¬ 
uments opened this week for 
the first time show. P 

The scandal centred on" a 
male homosexual brothel in 
London’s Cleveland Street al¬ 
legedly frequented by Lord 
Arthur Somerset, aide to the 
Prince of Wales, and other 
prominent men. 

Details of the affair came to 
light when the direr for of pub- 
lir prosecutions opened rele¬ 


vant documents 1o public in¬ 
spection. Until recently, the 
department kept the wraps on 
official documents for 100 
years. 

The papers confirm rumors 
rife at the time that such 
leaders as the Prince of 
Wales and the prime minister, 
Lord * Salisbury'; prevented 
authorities from prosecuting 
Lord Somerset. The Prince of 
Wales, die eldest son of 
Queen Victoria, became King 
Edward VII. 

The documents also show 
that officials al the time 
wrote that Lord -Somerset's 
lawyer boasted that if the 


peer was taken to court "a 
very distinguished person will 
be involved—PAV.” 

That referred- to Prince Al¬ 
bert Victor, Duke of Clarence, 
the black sheep among Queen 
Victoria’s grandchildren — 
eldest son of the Prince of 
Wales — who died in 1890. 

The prince’s name had ear¬ 
lier been mentioned in the 
Jack the Ripper murders that 
terrorized London. 

The documents do not. men¬ 
tion Prince Albert further. 
They show the attorney gener¬ 
al. the public prosecutor and 


the police commissioner want¬ 
ed to prosecute Lord Somerset 
— referred to In the docu¬ 
ments as Mr. Broun — under 
stringent lavys forbidding acts 
of "gross indecency" between 
male homosexuals. 

However, Lord Hals bury, 
then home secretary, plus 
Lcrd Salisbury ami olher lea¬ 
ders, were against this, partly 
because of Lord Somerset’s po¬ 
sition in society and partly 
because they feared other 
prominent Britons would be 
implicated. 

The then assistant director 


of public prosecutions, H. Cuf- 
fee, wrote -that the Prince of 
Wales was "in a great state" 
and sent high-powered emis¬ 
saries to the prosecutor’s de¬ 
partment and the police com¬ 
missioner’s office on Lord 
Somerset’s behalf. 

Cuffee said the prince 
"didn’t believe a word of it 
and wished to concern himself 
to clear LAS (Lord Somer¬ 
set) ... and must have some¬ 
thing settled.” 

Soon after, Somerset left 
the country before an arrest 
warrant was issued.

Thirteen cadets were 
seriously wounded in the ex¬ 
plosion. The dead and wound¬ 
ed were aged between 14 and 

17. 

Drouin said Capt. Giroux. 
30. a specialist in arms and 
explosives. neglected his 
duties as instructor by not 
taking an inventory of dummy 
demonstrator models to as¬ 
certain there were no live 
grenades among them.

I AM TAKEN to task by Bryce Cozens of 
our town for my recent criticisms of Clar¬ 
ence Campbell, top push of the National 
Hockey League. 

'Your remarks, apart from being unfair, 
are to my mind not wholly true, that is as far 
as the ‘bone of contention’ is concerned. I’m 
not saying that Campbell did not voice the 
paragraph you quote, but in my opinion, his 
remark was ‘just chat' and has been blown 
up out of all proportion.”

To meet these concerns, 
Arctic Gas has proposed an 
alternate route passing south 
of the wildlife reserve in Alas¬ 
ka. 

However, upon entering 
Canada, the pipeline, instead 
of following a coastal route to 
the Mackenzie Delta, would 
intrude on the Old Crow 
Flats, a prime hunting and 
trapping area for Indians at 
old Crow.

TORONTO (CP) -j. Provin¬ 
cial police were never asked 
to investigate the Hamilton 
Harbor affair, Harold Gra¬ 
ham, provincial police com¬ 
missioner, said in an inter¬ 
view Tuesday.

PHNOM PENH (AP) — 
President Lon Nol fired his 
commander-in-chief and jug¬ 
gled his government Tuesday 
as Cambodia staggered under 
the weight of the rebels’ dry- 
season offensive. 

Premier Long Borct re¬ 
signed but Lon Nol asked him 
to form a new cabinet. Diplo¬ 
matic sources said the shuffle 
might be the first step toward 
the removal of Lon Nol him¬ 
self. 

The U.S.-financed airlift 
into besieged Phnom Penh 
was reduced to high-priority 
items because of heavy shell¬ 
ing of the city's airport. U.S. 
officials said the cargo planes 
were still moving ammunition 
and fuel but rice flights were 
suspended and deliveries 


were 15 per cent less than 
Monday’s total. 

President Ford's spokesman 
in Washington said the U.S. 
Embassy in Phnom Penh has 
"suggested” that non-essen¬ 
tial U.S. citizens leave the 
capital. He said there are 
about 400 U.S. citizens in 
Phnom Penh and "very few” 
will be involved in the evacu¬ 
ation. 

In neighboring South Viet¬ 
nam, a Saigon military 
s|jokesman said "Communist 
forces have launched a na¬ 
tionwide military campaign.” 

At least three district capi¬ 
tals were c aptured by North 
Vietnamese-Viet Cong troops 
and the fate of two others was 
unknown.

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Give the law a chance 


VV/HEN HIGHWAYS MINISTER Graham Lea 
" announced last October plans to lower speed 
limits in this province not everyone went along 
with his thinking. The chairman of the B.C. Medi¬ 
cal Association’s traffic and safety committee was 
one of them. Dr. H. E. Parkin said the ordering of 
a slow-down was a step in the right direction but he 
predicted what Saanich peninsula police 41 c saying 
now, that it wouldn’t bring about a dramatic de¬ 
crease in accidents. 

A strong proponent of defensive driving. Dr. 
Parkin said "all drivers must continue to be on 
their guard” as he warned against a jumping to the 
conclusion that lower speed limits would result in a 
drop in accidents similar to that experienced 
in the United States. The 55 mph maximum or¬ 
dered in the U.S. because of gasoline shortages was 
partly responsible for a sharp reduction in ac¬ 
cidents. But fewer miles were being driven, and 
that was the main factor. 

This is true, but it gives the wrong Impression. 
It Is only an 11 to nine split between less travel and 
slower speed, says the U.S. National Safety Council 
which has gone into the question in some detail. Of 
4,000 fewer fatalities in one four-month period of 
the reduced speed limit era, 2,200 were credited to 
a cut-back in the number of cars on the road and 
1,800 to 55 mph driving. 

Slower driving is a big life-saving factor as is 
defensive driving. The two are one, as far as that 
goes, and this point should be pushed. 


Police don’t see much of a reduction in Pa¬ 
tricia Bay Highway accidents since Mr. Lea’s 50 
mph rule went into effect, but they are not giving it 
a chance. 

After all, it has only been going for about four 
months, and what is more important is the lack of 
enforcement of the new law. Drive the highway at 
50-per any time of the day or night and there are 
cars passing to left and right in increasing 
numbers. 

The police Chief of Central Saanich admits 
that speeds of the highway have been “creeping 
back up again lately” after good initial response to 
the rule, and that enforcement is not particularly 
strict. 

He cites manpower problems, although he 
doubts rigid enforcement “would be that produc¬ 
tive unless you count the number of tickets issued 
as productivity.” 

This is strange talk. It should be obvious that 
more patrolling is the only way to make the speed 
limits stick. > 

The highways minister must see it this way. 
He told the legislature just the other day that 
while most drivers were obeying the limits, there is 
a fair number driving as hell-bent as ever and 
“we’re looking at more stringent controls” on their 
speeding. 

Get those controls out on the highways in dou¬ 
ble-quick time, Mr. Lea.

P UZZLING IS THE WORD for Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke’s request to the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital to make room for more extended-care pa¬ 
tients and his expressed confidence that there win 
be no problem if one of Victoria’s private hospitals 
closes at the end of May. Neither the request nor 
the confidence seems to fit the overcrowding situa¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Cocke wants the Jubilee to set aside 70 
beds in the former Veterans’ Hospital for extended- 
care patients. (No veterans would be displaced; 
there is no issue in this respect.) But the hospital, 
lake the Victoria General, is to all intents and 
purposes fufl. 

The executive director of the Jubilee, A. C. 
Pickles, says that extended-cane patients already 
occupying acute-care beds because there is no¬ 
where else for them to go could be brought to¬ 
gether in the Memorial Pavilion, the former Veter¬ 
ans’ Hospital, and a more efficient unit thereby 
created. But this would not permit additional ex¬ 
tended-car*' patients to be accommodated — not 
unless they were to take the place of waiting acute- 
care cases. 

The situation as it has been reported is that 
hundreds of persons are waiting for acute-care 
treatment in the Jubilee, some of whom will have 
to wait for three months even if no more acute-care 
space is opened up to extended-care patients. 

Also there are about 90 extended-care patients 


at Jubilee and about 50 or 60 at Victoria General 
who are there because the extended-care hospitals 
of the region have no room for them. The waiting 
lists of these hospitals are said to be from two to 
five months long. > 

If the Aberdeen Private Hospital closes at the 
end of May as its owner plans unless it can be sold 
satisfactorily, still more elderly and infirm patients 
will be in need of nursing care. There are nearly 80 
persons in the Aberdeen. A possibility exists that 
other private nursing homes may also close be¬ 
cause they cannot make ends meet. 

But all that is cm the way toward solving these 
problems is an extended-care wing approved by the 
minister for Glengarry Hospital, which will be just 
big enough to accommodate the number of extend¬ 
ed-care patients now in the acute-care hospitals. 
Even this new space is some distance down the 
road. And the detailed planning has not begun, and 
may not begin for. months yet, for a 75-bed acute- 
care wing for the Saanich Peninsula Hospital also 
given the minister’s approval. This wing might 
shorten the waiting lists for acute-care beds. 

The Capital Regional Hospital Board may feel 
that it has to wait for a preliminary report from a 
consulting firm making a new study of hospital 
needs before it can get on with this next project 
Bu$ progress has been disappointing, and future ac¬ 
tion must be swift if the community is to begin to 
share Mr. Cocke’s apparently confident outlook.

Billy Bunter’s still around

David Steel, the Liberal 
r-hief whip, said in one of his 
speeches that Britain behaved 
like Billy Bunter who was 
always borrowing money on 
Ihe strength of an expected 
postal order. 

“Who is BilUy Bunter?” a 
young man asked me. Well 
maybe he didn’t know, tout 
any reference to Bunter 
strikes a chord with millions. 

Bunter, the fat boy of Grey- 
friars School, was created in 
Jfl08 ,\\y .Y cuak Richards, a 
V. writer-school stones who 
looked at the people about, 
him and tried to imagine 
what they were like at the age 
of 15. 

In an interview on bis 80th 
birthday, Richards said he 
evolved Bunter from a busi¬ 
ness associate who ate and 
drank too much and who 
wriggled out of awkward situ-

Bunter was not only fat; he 
was a glutton, a prevaricator, 
a snob and a cheat. He stole 
jam tarts from classmates be¬ 
cause he couldn’t stop eating. 
Jintl to* said the tint thirty 
that came into his head' true " 
or false. 


Bunter embodies some of 
the worst qualities of the 
human race and, perhaps be¬ 
cause of that, he endeared 
himself to sinners every¬ 
where. The Maigqet, The Gem 
and other schoolboy weeklies 
were exported to all countries 
of what used to be called The 
Empire. 

Richards’ lively tales of life 
at; Greyfrisrs originally 
centred upon Harry Wharton, 
the handsome games - loving 
captain of the Remove, a 
dashing hero and almost a 
paragon of virtue. Bunter 
came late on the scene to pro¬ 
vide light relief and he stole 
the limelight from Wharton as 
effectively as Sam Weller 
stole it from Pickwick. 

A bachelor and a scholar 
who wrote good English in a 
hurry. Richards produced 
nearly 50 million words about 
Bunter and his schoolfellows 
from 1908 to 1940. when the 
wartime rationing of paper 
extinguished The Magnet and 
its sister publications. 

Virtually unemployed, die 


aging story-teller retired to 
his trim seafront villa at 
Kingsgate, Kent, and con¬ 
tinued writing Bunter stories 
in the hope they would be 
published after hostilities 
ceased. 

They Avert. Bunter-and fqs 

fellows were promoted into 
novelettes with brightly-illus¬ 
trated covers and bought by 
middle-aged men with nostal¬ 
gia for what seemed to them 
a happier age. They also ap¬ 
pealed to a whole new gen¬ 
eration of children. 

In due course Bunter mads 
his debut on television after a 
long search tea' a boy actor 
who was fat enough and clev¬ 
er enough to impersonate 
him. 

George Orwell, creator of the 
hoirorsome 1984, once 
tacked Bunter and the bdys 
Greyfriars as “symbols of N 
class indoctrination.” 

“Silly ass!” commented 
Richards, by now a frail, 
sharp-eyed little man who 
wore a skullcap. 


“In all my stories IGmade 
fun of snobbery. Bunter was 
an arrant snob who bragged 
that he lived at Bunter Court. 
He talked down to scholarship 
boys from poor homes and the 
other fellows bumped him for 
it.” 

Billy Butlin, the resort man, 
was clever enough to invite 

Richards to one of his holiday

camps and the writer, with 
his lovs of young people, had 
a great time. He repaid Butlin 
with a novelette in which 
Bunter and the Greyfriars 
boys stayed at a Butlin camp. 

The veteran story-teller fi¬ 
nally wrote a Bunter piece in 
Latin and it appeared in The 
Times. 


Looking back, It is obvious 
there was no sissification 
among the boys of Greyfriars. 
William Gosling, the school 
porter, was noted as saying' 
"AO bdys, should bs drowned 
at birth.” 

I’ve been laughing over bits 
from Vol. 1, No. 1, of The 
Magnet. Maybe a lot of to¬ 
day’s kids wouldn’t dig it at 
all, but I do. When (they get 
into fights, the boys bleed. 
When they steal, they get 
caught and caned by the old- 
fashioned teachers they had 
at Greyfriars. And there’s 
always Bunter around for 
laughs. 

Richards died peacefully at 
the age of 89, but the boys 
live on.

Don’t blame the pilots! 


1 object to your report of March 6, 1975 headed “Deep- 
sea ships frozen by pilots.” 

The longshoremen are on strike, a legal strike, and 
have established legal picket lines. This is the action which 
has frozen deepsea ships, not the pilots. In previous long¬ 
shore strikes the longslioreinen have issued passes to pilots 
allowing free departure of deejwea shipping. However, this 
time, they have not done so. Everyone knows full well that 
crossing a waterfront picket line will result In a cracked 
liead — remember the “battle of the Ballantyne Pier.” 

The pilots are proceeding to eveiy vessel requesting 
pilots’ services and only when there is a legail picket line 
are they not dossing to service the ship. A Vancouver 
paper referred to one ship “slipping away.” 11118 was not 
so. The pilot reported there were pickets, lie told them he 
was the pilot and the picket captain, apparently unaware of 
the longshore union’s new policy, permitted the pilot to 
board and the vessel to sail. 

Many ships are moving freely in and out of the B.C. ports 
not affected by this strike, such as Gold River, Kitimat, 
Stewart, even Roberts Bank. 


The pilots’ contract with the Pacific Pilotage Authority 
clearly states they will not be in breach of their agreement if 
they refuse to cross a picket line. This agreement has been 
ratified since 1972 by the pilots, the PPA, all member compa¬ 
nies of the Chamber of Shipping and finally approved by the 
Canadian Transport Commission in Ottawa. Surely the 
spokesman for the chamber who claimed the pilots were “ir¬ 
responsible,” etc., must have a very short memory to forget 
this contract and be too young to remember the “battle of the 
Ballantyne Pier.” 

The pilots know the terms of their contract and many 
were young seamen or ship’s officers and well remember the 
time of that old waterfront violence! 

We must get our ports working again, and quickly, 
because they are the life blood of this coast. But please do 
riot blame the 80 marine pilots who have nothing to do with 
this labor dispute.

LONDON (UPI) Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Tues¬ 
day Canada wants the corn¬ 
el ion market nations to recog¬ 
nise her existence as a highly 
industrialized nation. 

“We hope we will be on an 
equitable position with 
Europe, just as every other 
country is,” Trudeau said in 
an hour-long recorded televi¬ 
sion interview broadcast by 
the British Broadcasting Cor¬ 
poration. 

The interviewer was Lord 
Chalfont, a former minister of 
state at the Foreign and Com¬ 
monwealth Office. 

“We’re not asking for any 
special status or privileged 
treatment,” Trudeau said. 
“We accept, generally, the 
framework of GATT (General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade). We are just telling 
the Europeans that as the 
community develops, we w-ant 
our relation® to develop with 
it.” 

Trudeau said “we’re con¬ 
tinuing our bilateral relations 
with each member of the 
community, but we don’t want 
to be faced with a fait ac¬ 
compli In 1980, saying okay 
the community has structured 
itself and we are left on the 
outside looking in. So, it is 
.just a matter of synchronizing 
our own relations with the 
community, synchronizing 


them with the community’s 
development and formation.” 

Trudeau said Canada must 
"challenge the European 
community to sharpen its own 
ideas on the apprach it will 
have to industrialized coun¬ 
tries like Canada.” 

“One of our fears,” he said,

Harold Wilson and Foreign 
Secretary Janies Callaghan — 
were in Dublin for the com¬ 
mon market summit confer¬ 
ence. 

Wilson was scheduled to re¬ 
turn to London today for talks 
with Trudeau.

LONDON (CP) - The |»er- 
sonal life of Prime Minister 
Trudeau got a thorough airing 
here Tuesday night in an 
hour-long BBC television in¬ 
terview. 

Trudeau's childhood, his po¬ 
litical and philosophical devel¬ 
opment and the influence of 
his marriage all were present¬ 
ed to British television 
viewers in . the prime time 
telecast, tajied last month in 
Ottawa. « 

"i think if there is any one 
constant in my thinking it is 
to be against the establish¬ 
ment or the accepted ideas of 
the day,” he said, adding 
later that this attitude might 
be connected partly w-ith his 
father’s death when Trudeau 
was only a child. 

"Probably I lost the object 
<»f my revolt in the family and 
didn't have to fight my fa¬ 
ther, so I went out and fought 
other people like my teachers, 
or the church, or politicians 
or whatever happened to be 
established.” 

Trudeau said his discipline 
always tended to be self-im¬ 
posed and that he considered 
himself “a loner” in his for¬ 
mative years. This affected 
his political life until he had 
been prime minister for a 
time because he did not con¬ 
sider himself "a team 
player." 

“I think when I went into 


the 19t>8 campaign, it was 
with this spirit. You know, ob¬ 
viously I would like to win, 
but I was rather relaxed 
about the possibility of not 
winning. 

"This perhaps created what 
appeared to be a devil-may- 
care attitude which caught on. 

. . . It's only in later elections 
that I realized that I had been 
prune minister, tliat 1 had 
some things I wanted to see 
done and thal I could be a 


leader, reasonably make cabi¬ 
net work and reasonably be¬ 
have in Parliament and in the 
country.” 

Trudeau also s|»ke about 
his post-war globe-trotting 
and the visit to Moscow tliat 
prevented him from travelling 
to the United States for “two 
or three years.” 

Asked about what means he 
had used to get fiVwn country 
to country, the prime minister 


said, “I blush to recall some 
of them.” 

The prime minister said his 
marriage four years ago to 
Margaret Sinclair, in her 20s 
has helped him “understand 
new values” and the interests 
of young people. 

He ackiKAvledgcd that the 
marriage also has put pres¬ 
sure on his wife who ‘spent 
several days in hospital last 


fall for treatment for depres¬ 
sion. 

The types of pressure im¬ 
posed in a marriage some¬ 
times can make it a regres¬ 
sive institution if the partners 
are not sensitive to each 
other’s needs, Trudeau said. 

"I think husbands, particu¬ 
larly when they are as busy 
as I was, are not as sensitive 
to that as they should be. 
Hopefully, we learn.” 


Handcuffs removed for flight 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
deputy sheriff testified in B.C. 
Supreme Court Tuesday that 
he removed the handcuffs 
from four prisoners being es¬ 
corted t?T~ the B.C. Peniten¬ 
tiary from Vancouver Island. 

Jerrold Oekey said* he re¬ 
moved the handcuffs on board 
a plane chartered to transport 
the prisoners to the peniten¬ 
tiary in New Westminster 
after he received bitter com¬ 
plaints from the prisoners 
about the risk of flying with 
hundcufLs on. 

Oekey was testifying at the 
trial of Richard Dale Beeman, 


Robert Moyse and Claire Dan¬ 
iel Wilson. They were charged 
following an escape from a 
plane at Cassidy Airport, near 
Nanaimo, harassment of resi¬ 
dents of a farm and a high¬ 
speed chase with RCMP in 
which shots were fired. 

The three are charged with 
the attempted murder of Dep¬ 
uty Sheriff Gilbert Perry, the 
attempted murder of Ben¬ 
jamin Dixon, the attempted 
murder of Paul Cloutier, 
causing bodily harm to Oekey 
with intent to wound, and for¬ 
cibly seizing Frances Dixon. 

They pleaded not guilty to 
the charges but pleaded guilty 


to a charge of escaping cus¬ 
tody. 

Court was told that Oekey 
and Perry were escorting the 
three accused and Lee 
Scheppe. a fourth prisoner, 
from Nanaimo back to the 
penitentiary. Neither deputy 
sheriff was armed. 

Ockev testified that alter 
removing the handcuffs, he 
was gral>l»ed by Beeman and 
threatened with a knife, lie 
said Beeman ordered the pilot 
to slop the engines which had 
jnsi been turned on for take¬ 
off. 

"The pilot stopped the plane 
and Beeman asked for my 


handcuffs and I gave them to 
him,” Oekey said. “Then he 
said 'Cuff yourself and I got 
one on my wrist and he 
snapped on the other.” 

Court was told that Scheppe 
took no part in the incident 
and remained in the plane 
when the other three prison¬ 
ers left. 

Pilot Donald McGillivary 
testified that he felt Beeman 
was justified in feeling the 
w ay he did about wanting the 
handcuffs removed for flying. 
He said Beeman had been on 
another flight when a plane 
landed with its wheel® up.

Only 10 people are in group 
liomes where they have the 
satisfaction and incentive of 
looking after themselves, 
Douglas Mowat. executive 
director of the Canadian 
Paraplegic Association, Van¬ 
couver, toid the press coher¬ 
ence. 

Buckler said it was fiossibie 
for handicapped j>eople to live 
in group homes at a cost, of 
only S15 a day compared Id up 
to S100 a day in institutions. 

Mowat said there was no 
way of. telling how many han¬ 
dicapped there are in the 
province but the committee 
would like to know about 
them and what their individu¬ 
al needs were. 

Harold Hawkins, a retired 
businessman from Chilliwack 
who, like others on the com¬ 
mittee, attended the press 
conference in a wheelchair, 
said it was an "immoral prac¬ 
tice” for handicapped people 
to be forced to pay for public 
services they could not use. 

"All my life I’ve paid 
taxes,” he said, and I con¬ 
tinue to, but I can t use public 
transportation. Therefore 1 
am forced In fake transpor¬ 
tation that costs me four 
times as much.”

equipped to handle people in 
wheelchairs. 

Mowat said he would like to

Nimsick abandons idea

Lank said he would give the 
information when he s)x>ke 
on his estimates which could 
be next month. Gordon Gibson 
( L-North Vancouver- 
Capilano) asked how many 
.jobs will be created by the 
government’s supplementary 
employment program an¬ 
nounced in the budget. Lauk 
said he would give the answer 
during his estimates. 


A former proponent 'of a 
royal commission into the 
B.C. mining industry said 
Tuesday there is no longer 
any need for such an official 
investigation. 

- - M i n es -Minister Leo Nim- 
sick. who regularly asked for 
a royal commission when his 
party was in opposition in the 
Legislature, said he made 
those suggestions “in order 
that I would have the oppo- 
t unity to present my case . . 
but now we\ are in govern¬ 
ment I can put into force my 
ideas without that.” 

Nimsick said a royal com¬ 
mission now would "only 
delay a lot of things for a long 
time to come.” 

Nimsick also said that It. F. 
Sheldon, president of the B.C. 
and Yukon Chamber of Mines, 
was incorrect when he as¬ 
sumed that the official gov e 
ernment attitude was that 
mining in .B.C. was dead. 
Sheldon made the observation 
following last week’s meeting 
of the chamber and the min¬ 
ister. 

"1 would say (that attitude) 
is incorrect.” Nimsick said. 
”1 think they’re basing their 
arguments on some reduction 
in staking claims, or the 
number of claims that are in 
good standing today com¬ 
pared to what it was a few 
years ago. But you would be 
surprised how many people 
were hanging on to claims 
and (then), just because they 
had to pay a S10 rental, 
dropped them." 

Nimsick said the refusal of 
many to pay the S10 rental fee

proved "thal the claims were 
not of much value as far as 
these individuals go. All they 
had to do is go out and do a 
little work on them and they 
could hold on to them forever. 
Now other people who may 
want to do more work can re¬ 
stake those claims.” 

The minister said Sheldon 
was also wrong in presuming 
that the government was 
thinking of- changing sections 
of the Mineral Royalties ASct.

OTTAWA (CP) Basic old 
age pensions will increase In 
$123.42 next month. Welfare 
Minister Marc Lalonde an¬ 
nounced Tuesday. 

The increase, the sixth 
quarterly rise based on the 
cost of living, will represent a 
$3.36 jump from the present 
basic monthly payment of

The old age pension, paid to 
about 1.88 million persons 115 
and older, is one of four feder¬ 
al welfare payments that in¬ 
crease at the same rate as the 
cosl of'living. The latest Sta¬ 
tistics Canada consumer price 
index is to he released 
Wednesday.

Under the plan, major 
parks in the Schoen Lake and 
While River areas would be 
established. The acreage 
withdrawn from forest man¬ 
agement in the Schoen area 
would be greater under the 
Company’s proposal than that 
suggested by the study, al¬ 
though the position is re¬ 
versed for the Tsitika area. 

The company’s proposal 
suggests the park at Schoen 
Lake would be surrounded by 
6,000 acres of alpine and sub- 
alpine terrain w'hich would 
not be endangered by forest 
management. 

Areas adjoining Schoen 
Lake and around Victoria 
Peak would be harvested in a 
pattern which would safe¬ 
guard scenic attractions, the 
company said. 

Openings would be well dis¬ 
persed and designed to blend 
with topographic features. 
Logging will not be extended 
until harvested areas "have 
greened up and the new forest 
is well established.” 

The company w’ould recog¬ 


nize Mount Derby as a j>oten- 
tial study area fof-the occur¬ 
rence of vegetative coloniza¬ 
tion of mountain slide amis 
and avalanche trails. 
Macmillan Bloedel called the 
living research laboratory 
outlined in Ihe group’s study 
the death of Sayward.

In a drive "not to avenge 
the dead but sanctify the liv¬ 
ing,' the Vancouver Parent 
Teacher Council has asked 
Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
to intensify measures to de¬ 
tect abused children. 

In a brief to be presented to 
the minister today, the coun¬ 
cil states that recent amend¬ 
ments to the Protection of 
Children Act — making it 
mandatory to report all 
known cases of child abuse or 
child neglect to the attorney- 
general’s department — Eire 
"meaningless unless enforce¬ 
ment is continuous and with¬ 
out partiality.” 

Among the recommen¬ 
dations made by the council is 
that RCMP and municipal po¬ 


lice force recruits be instruct¬ 
ed in the detection of child 
abuse and neglect 

They also recommend a 
24-hour crisis centre to take 
calls from potentitil parental 
child abusers, an education 
course for teenage parents 
and heavy emphasis on alert¬ 
ing doctors and teachers to 
signs of child abuse and the 
Importance of reporting su¬ 
spected cases. 


who suffers mental or physi¬ 
cal abuse at the hands of 
adults on whom he or she 
depends for comfort and sus¬ 
tenance cannot be measured 
by statistics. Rejection by 
the family results in trauma¬ 
tic injury to the mind, but 
physical abuse damages both 
the mind and the body.” 


In a recent survey in B.C. it 
was reported that at least one 
child is physicsdly abused 
every day. 


The council also wants 
school boards to increase 
their efforts to encourage 
school personnel to be more 
aware of their obligations to 
report possible child abuse 
cases.

Black woman fighting 
for her symphony job

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
Elayne Jones, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony Orchestra's 
first black woman member 
and once praised by New 
York conductor Leopold Sto¬ 
kowski as “a very great 
artist,” is battling for her pro¬ 
fessional reputation after she 
was fired by leaders of her 
orchestra. 

The 45-year-old tympanist

Search for *Ted’ 
occupies task force 


SEATTLE (API - A police 
lask force investigating the 
deaths of seven northwestern 
United States worn eh has 
begun retracing its stepi 
through a mountain of materi¬ 
al that so far has failed lo 
disclose the identity of the 
mysterious "Ted.” 

"The chance that we missed 
something is rare,” said King 
County police Cap. J. N. 
Mackie. '‘but we have to 
check back.” 

Mackie, head of the eight- 
member force of county and 
Seattle police, began a series 
of briefings Tuesday meant as 
much to keep the subject of 
Ted in the public’s mind as to 
brief the news media. 

Ted is the name used by a 
young man with blond hair 
wanted in the deaths of the 
women. His connection with 
the seven deaths pivoted on 
the identification of one of the 
victims, Susan Rancour!, 18. a

NEW YORK (CP) 
Denver won Ihe franchise 
sweepstakes for next season 
as the National Hockey 
League’s board of governors 
cleared the way Tuesday for 
a 19-team lineup in 1975-76. 

Pittsburgh will be left to 
settle its own financial prob¬ 
lems and two business groups 
are bidding for the league- 
owmed franchise in Oakland. 

President Clarence Camp¬ 
bell announced after the wind¬ 
up ot a two-day governors 


meeting that Tvan Mullenix, 
president of Denver Spurs of 
the Central Hockey League, 
was granted a conditional 
franchise tor 1975-76. moving 
up his franchise by one year. 

But knocked down were pro¬ 
posals that he purchased Cali¬ 
fornia Seals for next season 
and post a ^1-mllllon letter of 
credit. 

“If all the things we have 
authorized cohie to pass,” 
Campbell said, there will he 
19 teams next season. Denver 


will be the fifth member of 
the Adams Division, joining 
Buftalo, Boston, Toronto and 
California 

Mullenix will go into a sin¬ 
gle-club dralt for 1975. If he 
completes his offer, in other 
words, coming up with the $6- 
milllon franchise fee. the 
draft will take place on June 
17 during the annual NHL 
meetings in Montreal. 

The governors rejected 
Pittsburgh’s request for a 
loan from the league. Camp¬ 


bell disclosed that the Pen¬ 
guins already are in debt to 
the league and have not been 
able to liquidate it. 

Asked if this meant that 
Pittsburgh Penguins now will 
have to .sink or swim, Camp¬ 
bell said: “For the time 
being, they are.” 

The original proposal made 
by Vincent Abbey, president 
of Seattle Totems of the CHL, 
to bring the Pittsburgh fran¬ 
chise to Seattle, also is dead, 
Campbell said. 


Campbell said there is no 
change in the status of Seat¬ 
tle. “Their position is simply 
that they have a conditional 
franchise for 1976-77." 

Campbell said the status ot 
the Seals depands on the out¬ 
come of extensive negotia¬ 
tions with the two groups, one 
headed by Mel Swig, a San 
Francisco businessman, and 
the other by Bud Palmer of 
New York, a former pro bas-- 
ketballer and broadcaster.

Catching trout in Elk Lake is easy, but most people don’t 
realize it. 

That’s the opinion of Robert White, who along with his 
brother-in-law, Gordon Richards, probably catches more 
freshwater trout and bass than arty other Vancouver Island 
angler. 

Biggest h’out he has taken out of Elk Lake was a four- 
r nd-a-half-pound rainbow, and they catch Elk Lake Trout 
the year-round. 

This year. Elk Lake fishing should be even better than it 
has been because provincial fish biologists have stocked it 
heavily as part of a three-year survey program. 

White and Richards use a variety of methods to catch 
their trout and bass, and one of their newest tricks is plastic 
worms, fished with the aid of a depth finder over the under¬ 
water structure. 

But, one surfire method they found for taking Elk Lake 
trout is gang troll, 18 inches of leader and an F-7 orange with 
black dots Flatfish. The same combination works well on St. 
Mary Lake on Salt Spring Island, but in Duncan's Quamichan 
T.ake they use a brass gang troll, 18 inches of leader and a 
gold F-7 Flatfish. 

White says one of ihe secrets of fishing Flatfish is to use 
a swivel at both ends of the leader to prevent tangles. 

He used 10-pound-test main line and six or eight-pound- 
trst leader, and fishes with 35 to 40 feet of line. 

White has another secret for catching fish. He uses an 
electric motor which is noiseless. 

He mounts the motor on the front of his aluminum punt 
and sits in the middle of the boat. A foot control, which also 
does the steering, operates the motor at three speeds. There 
is no reverse, hut all he does is turn the motor completely 
around. 


Neil Otter, who manufactures the Flutter Fish and Gra¬ 
vedigger drift fishing salmon lures has come out with two 
new lures. 

The Snagless Cod Jigger, could be an improvement on 
foreign made jigs and he says he sells it at two-thirds the 
price of competitors. 

It comes in five different sizes' from six ounces to 2(1 
ounces and a number of different colors. 

He says the blue color is a killer for halibut and for fish¬ 
ing deeper than 30 fathoms, because blue shows up at 
greater depths than green, chrome and nickel lures. 

His other new lure is the Humming Fish, which is a vari¬ 
ation of his Gravedigger, which is similar to the Stingsilda. 

The Humming Fish is wider than the Gravedigger and 
has a hole through the centre for the line and when activating 
in the water it is supposed to throw off a sonic hum. 

A flat side and a rounded side encourage it to spin in the 
water. 

It comes in two sizes 1 *a and two-ounces and is par¬ 
ticularly good for salmon, although Otter says it will also lure 
Cod. 


The elusive black hrant (sea-going geesei showed up in 
southern Island waters barely in time for the end of the 
10-day hunting season. 

A gaggle of about 40 flew over Sidney Island Monday 
the last day of the season and three blinds managed to bag 
15 birds. Successful hunters included George Christie, Chet 
l/«var and Hugh Macdonald. 

While brant were scarce in Vancouver Island waters, 
there were plenty of them, flying in Washington’s Pillar Point 
regions Saturday. But the hunting season had closed on the 
U.S. side. 

In another couple of weeks Vancouver Island beaches 
from Sooke to Campbell River will be almost black with 
thousands of brant, which arrive here each year at this time 
. . just after hunting season.

Orr said the 510-passenger 
Avalon could not compete 
with a tax-subsidized larger 
vessel. 

Orr told council he also

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Avalon, the 160-fool vessel that an American group wauls lo ii.se on summprtimp run 


Lighthouses’ 
food delayed 


Food and other supplies for 
lighthouse keepers on remote 
B.C. coastal stations were 
held up briefly Tuesday by a 
Public Service Alliance of 
Canada picket line at the 
transport ministry's Victoria 
marine base. 

The supply vessel Camsell 
was loading to make her 
monthly rounds to the light- 
siations when trucks deliver¬ 
ing supplies refused to cross 
the picket line at the Harbor 
Road base. 

I he vessel finally got under- . 
way at noon, after "other ar¬ 
rangements" were made for 
loading, a ministry spokes¬ 
man said. 

The spokesman would not 
disclose where the supplies 
had been loaded. 

But the PSAC “wouldn't 
picket the alternate site even 
if we knew for sure where ii 
was.” the alliance's business 
representative for southern 
Vancouver Island said late 
Tuesday. 

"We don't want to keep the 
lighthouse stations without 
food," Tom Dalzell said. 

‘ Our point was to close the 
base, which we did.” 

The picket line came in the 
third week of the PSAC's 
• ampaign of selective strikes 
across Canada.

but to a Grade 1 student

Pronunce the ph as in pheas¬ 
ant, the o as in women, and 
the ti as in nation. Sounds like 
fish, doesn't it? 

That’s but one of hundreds 
of examples of the inconsis¬ 
tencies between spoken and 
written English, and it's not 
surprising if most young stu¬ 
dents are convinced our lan¬ 
guage rules were invented by 
some sadistic kid-hater. 

Some kids, however those 
who at the very beginning are 
taught the Initial Teaching Al¬ 
phabet — have a much easier 
time of it. 

IT A, as it’s known to educa¬ 
tors, is not something brand 
new and neither is it making 
much progress in replacing 
the traditional methods of 
teaching reading and writing. 

Bui it does have its ad¬ 
vocates, and at the one 
Greater Victoria school where 
1TA is taught Macaulay ele¬ 
mentary ii has been judged 
a big success. 

The 21 Grade 1 pupils of 
Isobel Cowx demonstrated 
their reading and writing 
,kills 'thin week before fi> mb', 
dience of University of Vic¬ 
toria education students. It 
was an impressive perform¬ 
ance. 

The students have mastered 
ITA's 44-character alphabet, 
the idea of which is that each 
basic sound unit corresponds 
very nearly with its written 
form. That notion, of eburse, 
is much easier to comprehend 
than our standard English — 
which, for example, has as 
many as 20 different ways of 
spelling the "i" sound and a 
half a dozen ways of pro¬ 
nouncing "a”.

Whatever word Mrs. Cowx 
would write on the black¬ 
board, the first graders would 
make a pretty good attempt 
a t pronouncing, whether 
they’ve ever seen it before or 
not. And the same goes for 
spelling: Even unfamiliar 
words can be spelled correct¬ 
ly simply on the basis of how 
they sound. * .

Several studies in North 
America and England have 
shown that ITA students do at 
least as well or better in tra¬ 
ditional English, once they 
have made the transfer, as 
students who have learned the 
language with Ihe standard .

The usual advantages cited 
are that ITA students normal¬ 
ly have a more confident atti¬ 
tude toward language skills 
and are more likely to be¬ 
come eager readers and writ¬ 
ers. 

But the fact remains they 
have to "unlearn" their spe¬ 
cial alphabet at some point 
and start using the same com¬ 
plicated spelling the rest of us 
use and this is the main ob¬ 
jection of educators who 
aren’t quite sold on the new 
method. 

Victor Thompson, assistant 
superintendent of Greater 
Victoria school district, be¬ 
lieves there is a definite prob¬ 
lem in the transition from 
ITA to regular spelling. 

"It might be easy for some 
students but difficult for 
others," he says. "I think it's 
been shown that it’s not that* 
much of an advantage in the 
long run." 

Thompson says at least a 
half-dozen district schools 
have experimented with ITA 
in recent years "but it’s gra¬ 
dually died out."

Bed crisis 
has merit 

Health Minister Dennis Cocke’s suggestion 
that Royal Jubilee Hospital reserve 70 beds in its 
Memorial Pavilion for extended - care patients can 
benefit the hospital only if it forces a crisis in Vic¬ 
toria hospital bed shortage, a local doctor said this 
week. 

Dr. Brian Perry-Whittingham, a general prac¬ 
titioner in Sooke, who is rhairiwtn of ihe health 
committee of the Associated Chambers of Com¬ 
merce of Vancouver Island, was commenting on a 
warning from Jubilee director Dr. A. C. Pickles 
that the move would intensify the region’s short¬ 
age of acute-care beds. 

Perry-Whittingham criticized the provincial 
government and regional hospital board for delays 
in hospital planning and hoped Cocke's suggestion 
and its “ominous threat to the availability of acute- 
care beds will at least have a salutory effect on ttic 
spaghetti factory of hospital planning and build¬ 
ing.” 

He compared Victoria’s situation to “the sud¬ 
den enforced closure of the Burnaby General’s 
emergency ward, Jan. 8, 1975, due to overcrowd¬ 
ing.” That spurred production of expansion plans 
to more than double the hospital's capacity in three 
years, he said. 

A health department spokesman said Tuesday 
that department and hospital officials had mol 
before Cocke’s announcement. He said department 
officials had understood that some of the beds in 
question were vacant and could be assigned lo 
chronically ill patients, thus freeing other beds for 
acute-care. 

The move will not directly reduce the load on 
private nursing homes, but will reduce their wait¬ 
ing lists to a small degree when beds, previously 
used for acute-care, are converted to extended- 
care, the spokesman said. 

Cocke’s announcement said the Te-assignment 
of beds would be temporary, to relieve the problem 
until more extended-care hospitals ate built or ac¬ 
quired in the Capital Region,

Centre aids rape victims

It’s been three years since 
the rape, but Joan is still not 
able to live a normal life. 

"I can’t even carp,' on a 
normal conversation with a 
man now I’m suspicious of 
every move, and looking for 
innuendos that are probably 
not there. 

"And you know, I feel guilty 
as if I was somehow re¬ 
sponsible for the whole thing. 
— and I feel grubby. I don't 
think I can ever have a nor¬ 
mal sex life." 
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Joan is one of many women 
rafted every year who do not 
make a report to (hr police. 

"I knew tlie man. and had 
gone out with him. I wa* reiil- 
- Jy shocked wheiL 1 re alized lie 
j was not going to fake no for 
an answer and I would have 
to try to fight him off. 

“But I knew there was no 
[mint making a complaint 
that no one would believe It 
was rape since I dkl know the 
man, and had agreed to go 
out with him.” 

Joan said in an interview 
over the weekend that she is 
terribly lonely. "It just seems 
there Is no one to talk to. 
because I don’t want other 
people to know I’ve been 
raped. I’m afraid they won’t 
want anything to do with 
me.” 

However, there will soon be 
some help available in Vic¬ 
toria for Joan and others like 
her. 

Members of the Women's 
Centre on Pandora arc setting 
up a Rape Relief Centre, ac¬ 
cording to spokesman Dry me 
Doll. 

The centre, she said, would 
be similar to the Vancouver 
centre which opened a year 
ago, and operates on provin¬ 
cial government grants. 

Three hundred Vancouver 
women between the ages of 
nine and 70 who were raped

during the past year went to 
the Rape Relief centre for ad¬ 
vice and counselling. 

H«nv many more rapes oc¬ 
curred in lhat city is anyone’s 
guess, but. a recent open line 
radio program by a rape re¬ 
lief < ounsellor brought about 
I thousand phone calls a 
huge percentage of them re- 
[mrtirig incestuous rapes. 

“We have a lol of calls at 
I he centre from women who 
were raped five or six years 
ago, wlm have since tried to 
live a normal life,” said coun¬ 
sellor Teresa Moore in an in¬ 
terview. 

“They are having problem* 
because they can’t relate sex¬ 
ually. and their inabilities are 
ruining their marriage. 

“Or they simply feel that 
they are social cretins be¬ 
cause they have been raped, 
and they are unable to have 
any kind of relationship with 
a man.” 

Many of the women who ar¬ 
rive at the centre feel gufcB. 
wondering if they did »>nP- 
thing to provoke the assault. 

"It’s strange that even 
women have accepted this 
kind of male thing, that if a 
woman is raped she must 
have done something to invite 
the rape.” said Ms. Moore. 

“And it's also part of the 
old double-talk thing. 

"If a boy is indecently as¬ 
saulted, society wants the 
guilty man taken off the 
street. No one suggests the 
boy invited assault because of 
something he did. But when a 
woman is raped it's because 
she asked for it.” 

Some of the women who 
consult the centre want to lay 
charges against the assailant, 
many more do not.

the centre. Others are steered 
there by jjolice or hospital 
workers when they report a 
rape. 

"If a woman wants to press 
charges we try to make sure 
in the first place that she re¬ 
alizes the kind of experiences 
she is going to face." says 
Ms. Moore. 

There are the police ques¬ 
tions, the need to answer in¬ 
timate questions from strang¬ 
ers, and to repeat her story 
lime after time to police and 
lawyers, and ultimately in 
court proceedings. ~ 

"They must realize that no 
detail is too intimate for a 
questioning lawyer and no in¬ 
nuendo that cannot be made. 

They have to recount the 
story in court in front of the 
man, and in front of a court 
room full of strangers who 
they don’t feel are friendly. 

"Beginning with tlie initial 
exposure to police, who she 
feels are not sympathetic, she 
feels alienated about all the 
things going on around her. 
Then she will go into the court 
room where she will be asked 
to bare her most intimate per¬ 
sonal life.” 

Ms. Moore said women 
going into court fear that the 
assailant will be acquitted. 


“If they jury turns Ground 
and calls her a liar after she 
has gone through all that it is 
really depressing. 

“Thefl she f ears exposure 
through the press coverage of 
the trial. She is afraid thal 
people will find out about her. 
and because of society’s atti¬ 
tude towares rape victim* she 
will he ostracized.” 

Women who don’t want to 
go through with charges still 
get support and information 
from counsellors, with refer¬ 
rals to medical facilities, and 
when necessary to a psychia¬ 
trist. 

Rape rap groups are being 
started for victims, particu¬ 
larly women who were raped 
several years ago. 

“When I first talk to women 
I try to see how they see them¬ 
selves,” said Ms. Moore. 

"In most cases there is this 
strong feeling of responsibility 
and terrible loneliness, the 
feeling that they are the only 
person in the world that is 
going through this. 

Then they go into a rap 
group and they find all the 
women are feeling the same 
thing. They find that they are 
not social cretins because 
they have been raped.”

Garden notes 


If you are planning on put¬ 
ting in any fruit or shade trees 
this spring, better not put it 
off too long. True, the condi¬ 
tion of the soil in some gar¬ 
dens is still rather wet and 
sloppy and unpleasant to 
work, but there are ways and 
means of overcoming these 
problems. 

If you haven't selected or 
ordered your trees yet. better 
get cracking, for the first rule 
in the nursery business is 
“first come, first served." 
and the early bird always has 
the best choice of material. 

★ ★ ★ 

Then, while awaiting the de¬ 
livery of your trees, the thing 
to do is to get a few barrow 
loads of topsoil in under co¬ 
ver go it can dry off a bit and 
lose some of its excess mois¬ 
ture. 

Given a good supply of rea¬ 
sonably dry soil to work in 
around the roots, you can get 
on with your planting even if 
spring rains should turn your 
garden into a sea of sloppy 
mud. 

This dryish soil, stored 
under cover until the actual 
.job of planting begins, will be 
used for filling in around the 
roots. 

This is the soil in which 


the new. microsoopic root 
hairs will form and grow, 
hence it is most important 
that its texture should be con¬ 
genial to these roots. 

It should also contain a sup¬ 
ply of mild, slow-acting, long- 
lasting plant food.

With this in mind. I like to 
store my pile of fill-in soil on 
the cement floor of our 
ga rage; oh a good hard sur¬ 
face like this, it is easy to 
turn and mix it with a spade. 
I add peat moss to it at the 
rate of one bucket of j>eat to 
three of soil, and to this 
quantity is added two cups of 
bone meal. 

Don't* skimp on the elbow 
grease when it comes to mix¬ 
ing these ingredients. Not 
only is it important to get the 
bone meal distributed evenly 
through the mass, but the 
turning and mixing aerates 
the soil and improves 4s, tex¬ 
ture.

If you have any reason to 
suspect the drainage of your 
land, it is a good idea to take 
out the planting boles well in 
advance of actual planting, 
then watch them to see if 
there is any tendency to fill 
up with water. 


ri is a waste of time and 
money to put a tree’s roots 
into such a sump hole, and 
some means should be) taken 
to drain the land b^»re plant-, 
ing, even if this means delay¬ 
ing your tree-planting project 
un ti l fal l . - - 

★ ★ ★ 

In taking out the planting 
pits. DO make sure they arc 
wide enough across. They 
don't have to be overly deep 
1-1 inches is ample — but 
they MUST be big enough to 
lake the full spread of the 
roots without any bending or 
cramping. 

The all-important portions 
of the roots are the tips, and 
nothing must be allowed to in¬ 
terfere with th^ free flow of 
sap to these active and busy 
tips. 

I like to make a small hum¬ 
mock or mound in the middle 
of my flat-bottomed planting 
pit: I beat the top and sides of 
the mound with the back of 
my spade until it is quite firm 
and hard. 

I sit my tree on this mound, 
with the roots sloping outward 
and gently downward, then I 
check for depth of planting 
before doing any filling in. 

The point of reference is the 
swelling on the lower stem

that marks the point where 
the tree was grafted. With 
fruit trees, this graft Union 
should be two inches above 
ground level when planting is 
completed. With shade trees, 
the swelling or kink can gw an 
inch below ground level. 

With your tree in position, 
start filling in over the roots 
with your prepared soil-peat- 
fertilizer mixture, jiggling the 
plant up and down occasional¬ 
ly as the work progresses to 
work the dryish soil around 
and under ihe roots. 

When the filling-in is aboul 
two-thirds completed, stop 
and iwur on a starting solution 
water to which ha* been 
added some Dixon-Reid Vi¬ 
tamin B-l, or Transplantone, 
or any liquid seaweed fertiliz¬ 
er. 

When this drains away, 
complete the filling-in with 
loose, dry soil on top. 

★ ★ ★ 

Every newly-planted tree 
must have a stake, for the 
slightest rocking in the wind 
will tend to break the delicate 
root hairs just as they arc 
forming. 

The best plan is to insert , 
the stake BEFORE filling in 
the hole, to avoid spearing 
any of the precious roots.

But the govern¬ 
ment is offering no guarantee 
that the contracts it is selling 
have not been breached, 
meaning they would be 
worthless. 

“It’s 'let the buyer be¬ 
ware,' ” Self said.

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RCMP inquiry plans 
to study U.K. Bobbies 


OTTAWA <CP) — The 
Marin commission on the 
RCMP will g<> !<> England in 
April to find out how the Brit¬ 
ish handle public complaints 
about their Bobbies. 

The five-wan federal inqui¬ 
ry will then go on to the Neth- 
c r 1 a n d s to study that 
country's unionized police and 
armed forces. 

Judge Rene Marin, chief 
commissioner, also announced 
Tuesday that "the magni¬ 
tude” of the problem of polic¬ 
ing native communities in 
Canada has become evident in 
hearings that began last No¬ 
vember. The commission has 
decided that it should take a 
first-hand look at some of 
these communities this spring 
before it begins writing its re¬ 
port to Solicitor-General War¬ 
ren Allmand. 

He mentioned Frobisher 


Bay, N.W.T., as one point the 
commission will visit. 

'Hie inquiry is tocused on 
public complaints, internal 
discipline and grievance pro¬ 
cedure in the 15.000-man fed¬ 
eral police force. 

About half the I!0 submis¬ 
sions so far have come from 
active or retired Mounties and 
many of the rest have come 
from native groups. 

Tuesday the commissioners 
heard Gloria George of Telk- 
wa, B»C.. who delivered a 
brief on behalf of the Native 
Council of Canada, and re¬ 
tired deputy RCMP commis¬ 
sioner W. H. Kelly. 

Of the 21 individuals sche¬ 
duled to appear before the 
commission, only these two 
briefs and one on Thursday 
from Dr. M. C. Schumiacher 
of Saskatchewan are public. 
The lest are being heard in 
private. 


Marin says it has become 
clear during Uie hearings that 
people who complain about 
RCMP practices arc trying to 
ensure that the acts they com¬ 
plain about o*» not occur 
again. Witnesses had made it 
clear that they were con¬ 
cerned about law enforcement 
and did not want the force 
weakened. 

However, there was misun¬ 
derstanding about the role of 
the RCMP and its handling of 
complaints. The force had a 
sophisticated system for 
investigating public com¬ 
plaints about the behavior 
of members but even those 
who complained were largely 
unaware of this because of 
the insular way in which 
investigations take place. 

The commission is likely to 
recommend changes in this 
area.

Resource minister 
may be charged 
by Duncan mayor

DUNCAN -■ Duncan Mayor 
Kenneth Paskin said Monday 
he is considering filing crimi¬ 
nal charges against Human 
Resources Minister Norman 
Levi as a result of several in¬ 
cidents involving escapes 
from the Island Youth Centre 
for Juveniles in Nanaimo. 

Paskin said he was confer¬ 
ring with legal counsel to de¬ 
termine whether the minister 
could be charged with con¬ 
tribution io juvenile delin¬ 
quency. 

The possible charge arises 
out of a number of incidents 
which climaxed last weekend, 
when a number of juveniles 
from the Nanaimo centre es¬ 
caped on two consecutive 
nights and were eventually 
apprehended in ihe Duncan 
area. 

On Saturday night, two 
youths from the centre stole a 
car in Nanaimo and were 
spotted heading south near 
Duncan. 

Four police vehicles were 
involved in a high-speed chase 
which ended in a bush area 
just south of Duncan, where 
the juveniles escaped on foot. 

After bringing in a dog 
from Nanaimo and some help 
from a local security guard 
the juveniles were arrested. 

They were cnarged with 
breaking, entering and theft 
and returned to the Nanaimo 
centre Sunday morning. 

Sunday night, two more ju¬ 
veniles, along with one of the 
youths Who escaped the night 
before, stole a car from Vic’s 
Departure Service in Nanai¬ 
mo, and headed south, and 
once again were spotted near 
Duncan. 

During, another lengthy 
high-speed chase the youths 
evaded several road blocks 
set up by Duncan and Col- 
wood RCMP, before they 
were apprehended in Bamber- 
lon Park south of Mill Bay. 

There w as damage to one of 
the police cruisers and the ve¬ 
hicle operated by the juve¬ 
niles was also damaged. The 
juveniles were subsequently 
charged with two counts of 
breaking, entering and theft. 

Paskin said that after he 
had investigated the two in¬ 
cidents, he founaf that the ju¬ 
venile who had escaped on 
two consecutive nights had 
made 13 escapes during his 
time in custody at the Island 
centre. 

In the last three weeks, 
local RCMP reported four in¬ 
cidents in which juveniles 
from the Nanaimo centre 
were apprehended in the Dun- 
tan area. In nearly all cases 
high-speed chases and proper¬ 
ty damage were reported. 

'Hie Duncan mayor said one 
14-year-old youth, had been 
involved in at least two other 
car thefts in Duncan. 


He said one car dealer was 
hit twice in two weeks by this 
same juvenile. "How can 1 
possibly defend our legal and 
penal system when a small 
businessman, who has no re¬ 
course for losses, sees a 
mockery made out of the sys¬ 
tem like this," Paskin said. 

"If I have to charge the 
minister to bring some atten¬ 
tion to this matter, I will," 
said the mayor. He blamed 
the centre and not the youth 
for the wrong doings. 

Duncan RCMP Staff-Ser¬ 
geant William Gilchrist, said. 
"Last weekends incidents left 
the citizens of the area unpro¬ 
tected for four hours, and ii 
i:ost them more than $1,500 
for that service."

Four Morgan stallions were 
shown, giving the spectators a 
good look at desirable charac¬ 
teristics of the breed. Dean 
Montana is a 17-year-old Mor¬ 
gan stallion owned by the J-B 
Morgan Ranch of Crofton. 
Used for a number of years 
as a working stock horse, he 
has since done very well in 
the show ring, both at halter 
and riding. Len Swan of Cob¬ 
ble Hill showed his twoyear- 
old Morgan stallion, Danorah 
Justin Boots, sired by Hed- 
lites Mickey Waer and out of 
VVindys Melody.

(The above calculations are based on the Greater Victoria School Board's 1974 rates 
of pay. They are closely similar to those in other municipal jurisdictions. 

As well, the Regional Bargaining Group has improved its vacation offer, providing 
an additional week for most employees. (All would have at least three weeks' vacation 
per year.) 

Some local unions,,were on the verge of settlement earlier, for lower offers. Then 
CUPE’s central organization increased its demands. 

CUPE negotiators rejected our request that our latest offer be put to a secret vote 
of the membership. , ' 

We repeat that our employees are entitled to realistic raises to cope with inflation. 
But we think CUPE’s demands are unreasonable and cannot be justified by last year’s 12 
per cent inflation. 

This is why we have taken our stand.

Heritage home offered 
to city to free site 


Victoria city councU-in- 
raucus learned Tuesday that 
developers of a proposed 
townhouse complex on Esqui¬ 
mau Road want the town- 
houses but not the Muirhead 
House that the city's Heritage 
Advisory' Committee says 
should stay. 

In fact, the developers are 
willing to give the 81-year-old 
house to the city or its nomin¬ 
ee in order to free the proper¬ 
ty at 527 Esquimau for town- 
houses. 

Last week council-in-caucus 
had been prepared to let the 
25-unit townhouse remain if 
the developers would retain 
the Muirhead House that the 
Heritage Committee says is a 
good example of high Viotori- 
an Italianate architecture.

Social welfare program#

He also had harsh things to 
say about the Union of B.C. 
Municipalities, the official or¬ 
ganization representing all 
municipalities in the province. 
"I find the UBCM a bit of an 
incredible bunch,” Levi said. 

"Remember the screaming 
i hat they would have to find 


the extra 512 million when we 
announced the overrun in 
human resources? It melted 
away to 55 million." 

Levi said overruns in gov¬ 
ernment spending were not 
new and had existed over the 
years under Social Credit. 

"Look at the overruns 
under your dad," Levi shout¬ 
ed at Social Credit leader Wil- 
Uanv Bennatt. "Look at them. 
There is nothing wrong with 
them, so why hide them? 
We know they are statutory 
programs and have to be paid 
for at the end of the year any- 

y. 

"But there was one thing 
wrong. You had no programs. 
No Mincome for seniors, no 
Pharmacare. no day-care, no 
special services for children. 


no adequate services for han¬ 
dicapped children in Wood¬ 
lands.” 

After 40 minutes, Levi 
asked leave of the house to 
continue his speech. Leave 
was denied on the single vote 
of Bennett.

Allan Williams (L—Van¬ 
couver- -H<avc Sound) said the 
NDP budget was bigger than 
a Social Credit budget but 
contained nothing new. 

"This was the government 
we expected lo do so much 
and it has fallen into the old 
pattern," Williams said. He 
added that the premier was 


constantly referring to the 
"gloom and doom boys” in 
the opfKjsition. 

"But as the various cabinet 
ministers have risen I haven’t 
notice much G and U. among 
them, not much glee and de¬ 
light,” Williams said. “I have 


the feeling they’re a little em¬ 
barrassed by it all.” 

Williams said the bulk of 
the budget, particularly funds 
for guaranteed income for 
farmers, used to be "called 
. relief when I was a boy, but 
there is a difference this time, 
everybody gets it, rich and 
poor.”

Turner watches jobless rise 


OTTAWA (CP> — Finance 
Minister John Turner said 
Tuesday he is waiting to see 
whether more job-making ac¬ 
tion by the government is 
needed in the face of worsen¬ 
ing unemployment. 


StatistiCs*Ca15ada earlier re¬ 
ported 839,000 unemployed in 
February, up 22,000 in a 
month and 204,000 in a year. It 
is the highest number out of 
work since the government 
began collecting labor force 
statistics in 1953. 

In B.C., where the total 
labor force in February num¬ 
bered 1,095,000, there were 
1,002,000 persons employed 
and 93,000 unemployed. 

According to Statistics 
Cnanada figures, the B.C. un¬ 
employment rate leaped by a 
full percentage point to 8.5 in 
February, compared with the 


all-Canada average rise of 
one tenth oi a point. The fig¬ 
ures represent a 57.6 per cent 
increase in the number of job¬ 
less since February, 1974. 
and the highest level for any 
month since October, 1970. 

Opposition members of Par¬ 
liament called for a new bud¬ 
get that would generate more 
jobs. But Turner reiterated 
that he is waiting to see how 
his budget plans of last Nov. 
18 affect economic recession. 

“It’s working through the 
economy like a dose of salts," 
complained E d Broadbent 
(NDP-Oshawa-Whitby), who 
proposed “a new budget with 
the prime focus of generating 
employment." 

Progressive Conservative fi¬ 
nance critic Sinclair Stevens 
(York-Simcoe) said Turner 
should cancel plans for a trip 
to the Middle East in the last 


two weeks of April—as chair¬ 
man of an International Mon¬ 
etary /Fund committee—to 
deajXvith “the thousands of 
unemployed, no economic 
growth and rising inflation.“ 

The unemployment rate in 
February rose to 86 out of 
every 1,000 members of the 
work force, the highest since 
the 91 out of 1,000 during Feb¬ 
ruary, 1962, when the country 
was in recession. 

Adjusted to discount season¬ 
al variation, the unemploy¬ 
ment rate was 6.8 per cent of 
April.v 1971. 

Turner told reporters the 
latest figures reflect slower 
economic activity, but the ris¬ 
ing jobless rate reflected an 
increase in the labor force, 
which numbered 9,713,000 in 
February, up from 9,306,000 a 
year earlier. 


He said that the labor force 
has been growing faster than 
the number of new jobs. 

The number of new jobs 
rose by 200,000 in a year, 
while the labor force grew by 
400,000. Canada did better 
them the United States during 
the last year, Turner said, by 
generating 2.3 per cent more 
jobs. The number of U.S. jobs 
declined by 2.1 per cent. 

Turner said a decision on 
whether to take further action 
does not necessarily have to 
wait until all production, in¬ 
flation and ■'employment fig¬ 
ures for the first quarter are 
available. He suggested 
"there is plenty of cash in the 
system” to stimulate demand 
for goods and services and en¬ 
courage employment. 

However, Turner also told 
reporters the government 


budget accounts appear to be 
winning a bigger surplus than 
forecast last year — $350 mil¬ 
lion instead of $250 million in 
a budget of about $25 billion 
for the year ending March 31. 

In the Commons, Manpower 
Minister Robert Andras was 
asked to do more to stimulate 
employment among young 
people because the jobless 
rate for persons under 25, is 
almost 15 per cent. 

Andras said the government 
has budgeted as much for 
summer jobs this year as it 
did last year. 

Mitchell Sharp, acting 
prime minister said the gov¬ 
ernment has the idea of a new 
budget under continuous re¬ 
view but “there has been no 
decision to have a new budget 
nor any decision not to have

OTTAWA (UP1) — Canadi¬ 
ans should be able to sue 
unions they feel have wronged 
or injured them, a spokesman 
for the Canadian Manufac¬ 
turers' Association said Tues¬ 
day. 

W. H. Wightman, CMA In¬ 
dustrial relations manager, 
said “if the government isn't 
prepared to take legal action 
against unions which disrupt 
public services, there are 
plenty of private citizens who 
would be only too happy to do 
so.” 

Wightman appeared before 
a special parliamentary .joint 
committee which is consider¬ 
ing amendments to the Public. 
Service Staff Relations Act. 

He said “the only thing 
stopping such action is the 
fact that the law as it stands 
offers no remedy to innocent 
third parties who suffer loss, 
h a r d s h i p or inconvenience 
from strikes by postal 
workers, a i r traffic con¬ 
trollers, grain weighers and 
other employees in important 
government monopoly ser¬ 
vices. 

“Public opinion is more 
than ready for such a change 
in the law,” Wightman said. 
He cited last week’s Gallup 
poll in Ontario which showed 
strikes as the leading c^use of 


concern among voters, and 
last summer’s poll showing 
Canadians held unions in 
lower regard than large cor¬ 
porations. 

“The nine million man-days 
lost due to strikes in 1974 is 
shameful by any standard, 
but the most, serious aspect is 
the fact that so much of this 
lost time was due to a dra¬ 
matic increase in the number 
of illegal strikes,” Wightman 
said.

such legislation may become 
inevitable.” 

He did not specify what ac¬ 
tion he would consider irre¬ 
sponsible, but he said that so 
far mos.t union wage claims 
have been an attempt to catch 


up with rising prices and prof¬ 
its. 

These claims contribute to 
inflation “but I don’t judge 
this to be irresponsible,” Tru¬ 
deau said. The claims were 
part of a wider econopiic 
problem the government is 
trying to deal with by seeking 
approval from all sectors for 
restraint.

LONDON (A P) Queen 
Victoria’s family and govern¬ 
ment leaders of the day 
hushed up Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace’s reported connection to a 
sex scandal that shocked Bri¬ 
tain 86 years ago. official doc¬ 
uments opened this week for 
the first time show. 

The scandal centred on a 
male homosexual brothel in 
London’s Cleveland Street al¬ 
legedly frequented by Lord 
Arthur Somerset, aide to the 
Prince of Wales, and other 
prominent men. 

Details of the affair came to 
light when the director of pub¬ 
lic prosecutions opened rele¬ 


vant documents to public in¬ 
spection. Until recently, the 
department kept the wraps on 
official documents for 100 
years. 

Tne papers confirm rumors 
rife at the time that such 
leaders as the Prince of 
Wales and the prime minister. 
Lord Salisbury: prevented 
authorities from prosecuting 
I>ord Somerset. The Prince of 
Wales, the eldest son of 
Queen Victoria, became King 
Edward VII. 

The documents also show 
that officials at the time 
wrote that Lord Somersefs 
lawyer boasted that if the 


peer was taken to court "a 
very distinguished person will 
be involved—PAV." 

That referred to Prince A I- ' 
bert Victor, Duke of Clarence, 
the black sheep among Queen 
Victoria’s grandchildren, 
eldest son of the Prince of 
Wales who died in 1890. 

The prince’s name had ear¬ 
lier been mentioned in the 
Jack the Ripper murders that 
terrorized London. 

The documents do not men¬ 
tion Prince Albert further. 
They show the attorney gener¬ 
al. the public prosecutor an 


the police commissioner want¬ 
ed to prsecute Lord Somerset 
refereed to in the docu¬ 
ments as Mr. Brown — under 
stringent laws forbiding. acts 
of "gross indecency" between 
male homosexuals.

The NHL paid $1.25 million 
for juniors last year while the 
rival World Hockey Associa¬ 
tion still owes $200,000 on its 
payment of $540,000, Campbell 
said.

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Catching trout in Elk Lake is easy, but most people don't 
realize it. 

That’s the opinion of Robert White, who along with his 
brother-in-law, Gordon Richards, probably catches more 
freshwater trout and bass than any other Vancouver Island 
angler. 

Biggest trout he has taken out of Elk Lake was a four- 
71 nd-a-half-pound rainbow, and they catch Elk Lake Trout 
the year-round. 

This year. Elk Lake fishing should be even better than it 
has been because provincial fish biologists have stocked it 
heavily as part of a three-year survey program. 

White and Richards use a variety of methods to catch 
their trout and bass, and one of their newest tricks is plastic 
worms, fished with the aid of a depth finder over the under¬ 
water structure. 

But, one surfire method they found for taking Elk Lake 
trout is gang troll, 18 inches of leader and an F-7 orange with 
black dots Flatfish. The same combination works well on St. 
Mary Lake on Salt Spring Island, but in Duncan’s Quamichan 
Lake they use a brass gang troll, 18 inches of leader and a 
gold F-7 Flatfish. 

White says one of the secrets of fishing Flatfish is to use 
a swivel at both ends of the leader to prevent tangles. 

He used 10-pound-test main line and six or eight-pound- 
test leader, and fishes with 35 to 40 feet of line. 

White has another secret for catching fish. He-tiscs an 
electric motor which is noiseless. 

He mounts the motor on the front of his aluminum punt 
and sits in the middle of the boat. A foot control, which also 
docs the steering, ojjerates the motor at three speeds. There 
is no reverse, but all he does is turn the motor completely 
around. 


Neil Otter, who manufactures the Flutter Fish and Gra¬ 
vedigger drift fishing salmon lures has come out with two 
new lures. 

The Snagless Cod Jigger, could toe an improvement on 
foreign made jigs and he says he sells it at two-thirds the 
price of competitors. 

It comes in five different sizes from six ounces to 20 
ounces and a number of different colors. 

He says the blue color is a killer for halibut and for fish¬ 
ing deeper than 30 fathoms, because blue shows up at 
greater depths than green, chrome and nickel lures. 

His other new lure is the Humming Fish, which is a vari¬ 
ation of his 1 Gravedigger, which is similar to the Stingsilda. 

The Humming Fish is wider than the Gravedigger and 
has a hole through the centre for the line and when activating 
in the water it is supposed to throw off a sonic hum. 

A flat side and a rounded side encourage it to spin jn the 
water. 

It comes in two sizes l'i and two-ounces — and is par¬ 
ticularly good for salmon, although Otter says it will also lure 
Cod. 


The elusive black brant I sea-going geese* showed up in 
southern Island waters barely in time for the end of the 
10-day hunting season. 

A gaggle of about 40 flew over Sidney Island Monday 
the last day of the season and three blinds managed to bag 
15 birds. Successful hunters included George Christie, Chet 
l-evar and Hugh Macdonald. 

While brant were scarce in Vancouver Island waters, 
there were plenty of them flying in Washington’s Pillar Point 
regions Saturday. But the hunting season had closed on the 
U.S. side. 

In another couple of weeks Vancouver Island beaches 
from Sooke to Campbell River will be almost black with 
thousands of brant, which arrive here each year at this time 
. . . just after hunting season.

QUAUCUM BEACH 
Many thousands of young 
salmon are being marked 
with minute metal tags at the 
Big Qualicum fish hatchery. 
This is part of a research pro¬ 
gram to determine the ef¬ 
ficiency of the hatchery and 
to discover more about the 
life history of salmon. 

The fisheries branch of the 
F.nvironment Canada Ministry 
has established a $2.5 million 
hatchery and rearing project 
on the Big Qualicum River. 
Each spring thousands nl 
young salmon are marked. Fi¬ 
shermen who catch these 
salmon receive a monetary 
reward for each head they 
turn in to collection stations 
along the coast. 

Staff at the Big Qualicum 
keep detailed records of the 


lagged fish and are able to 
assess the effectiveness of 
various projects at the hatch¬ 
ery. These projects include 
control of the river volume 
and temperature. special 
channels with conditions for 
spawning that are far better 
than those found in an un¬ 
managed river, and controlled 
diets for young salmon in 
rearing ponds. 

Sinoults, as the baby salm¬ 
on are called, have their adi¬ 
pose fins removed and are 
lagged. Removal of the adi¬ 
pose fin does not interfere 
with ability to swim. Absence 
of the fin makes it easy for a 
fisherman to distinguish 
marked salmon from others. 

A machine is used to insert 
a one-millimeter-long wire tag 
into the nose of the salmon. 
This tag carries information 
which can he read elec¬ 
tronically, Other hatcheries 


also use tags, so each hatch¬ 
ery has its own code so that 
the origin of salmon caught 
by fishermen can be deter¬ 
mined. 

When a salmon head is re¬ 
turned to the Big Qualicum 
project, workers remove the 
tag and are able to tell, 
among other things, the time 
and place of birth. Tags are 
also removed from salmon 
that are returning to the Big 
Qualicum to spawn. 

Harry Genoe, who inserts 
tags at the Big Qualicum. 
said that he can do 9,000 fish 
in eight hours. They are put 
in an anaesthetic solution and 
after a few seconds, the fish 
can easily he handled. Gen- 
oe’s assistant clips fins and he 
inserts the tags. 

Marked salmon from the 
Big Qualicum have been 
found as far away as Alaska 
and Oregon. 


Continuous assessment is 
essential for efficient and im¬ 
proved operation of the 
spawning channels and hatch¬ 
ery. Experiments are being 
carried out to determine the 
effects of diets and other fac¬ 
tors on salmon before they 
are released into the river. 

Scientists are hoping to pro¬ 
duce bigger and better fish 
and to increase the survival 
rate. In an untouched river, 
most young salmon will not 
live to get to the sea. At the 
Big Qualicum fish from the 
rearing ponds have a much 
better chance of survival and 
as few as 20 per cent succumb 
to the attacks of birds, otters 
and other predators. 

Only salmon were marked 
up until last year when the 
programs were expanded to 
include a research project on 
steelhead which are ocean-go¬ 
ing trout.

Bid to purchase Dayliner 
introduced in Legislature

DUNCAN — Duncan Mayor 
Kenneth Paskin said Monday 
he is considering filing crimi¬ 
nal charges against Human 
Resources Minister Norman 
Levi as a result of several in¬ 
cidents involving escapes 
from the Island Youth Centre 
for Juveniles in Nanaimo. 

Paskin said he was confer¬ 
ring with legal counsel to de¬ 
termine whether the minister 
be charged with con¬ 
tribution to juvenile delin¬ 
quency. 

The possible charge arises 
out of a number of incidents 
which climaxed last weekend, 
when a number of juveniles 
from the Nanaimo centre es¬ 
caped on two consecutive 
nights and were eventually 
apprehended in the Duncan 
area. 

On Saturday night, two 
youths from the centre stole a 
car in Nanaimo and were 
spotted heading south near 
Duncan. 

Four police vehicles were 
involved in a high-speed chase 
which ended in a bush area 
just south of Duncan, where 
the juveniles escaped on foot. 

After bringing in a dog 
from Nanaimo and some help 
from a local security guard 
the juveniles were arrested. 

They were cnarged with 
breaking, entering and theft 
and returned to the Nanaimo 
centre Sunday morning. 

Sunday night, two more ju¬ 
veniles, along with one of the 
youths who escaped the night 
before, stole a car from Vic’s 
Departure Service in Nanai¬ 
mo, and headed south, and 
once again were spotted near 
Duncan. 

During another lengthy 
high-speed chase the youths 
evaded several road blocks 
set up by Duncan and Col- 
wood RCMP, before they 
were apprehended in Bamber- 
ton Park sduth of Mill Bay. 

,There was damage to one of 
the police cruisers and the ve¬ 
hicle operated by the juve¬ 
niles was also damaged. The 
juveniles were subsequently 


charged with two counts of 
breaking, entering and theft. 

Paskin said that after he 
had investigated the two in¬ 
cidents, he foura’ that the ju¬ 
venile who had escaped on 
two, consecutive nights had 
made 13 escapes during his 
time in custody at the Island 
centre. 

In the last three weeks, 
local RCMP reported four in¬ 
cidents in which juveniles 
from the Nanaimo centre 
were apprehended in the Dun¬ 
can area. In nearly all cases 
high-speed ebases and proper¬ 
ty damage were reported. 

The Duncan mayor said one 
14-year-old youth, had been 
involved in at least two other 
car thefts in Duncan. 


He said one car dealer was 
hit twice in two weeks by this 
same juvenile. “How can 1 
possibly defend our legal and 
penal system when a small 
businessman, who has no re¬ 
course for losses, sees a 
mockery made out of the sys¬ 
tem like this,” Paskin said. 

"If I have to charge die 
minister to bring some atten¬ 
tion to this matter, I will," 
said the mayor. He blamed 
the centre and not the youth 
for the wrong doings. 

Duncan RCMP Staff-Ser¬ 
geant William Gilchrist, said. 
/'Last weekends incidents left 
the citizens of the area unpro¬ 
tected for four hours, and it 
.cost them more than $1,500 
for that service."

He did not specify what ac¬ 
tion he would consider irre¬ 
sponsible, but he said that so 
far most union wage claims

These claims contribute to 
inflation “but I don’t judge 
this to be irresponsible,” Tru¬ 
deau said. The claims were 
part of a wider economic 
problem the government is 
trying to deal with by seeking 
approval from all sectors for 
restraint.

Striking .janitors in Greater 
Victoria will stage mass pick¬ 
ets again this morning at sev¬ 
eral unspecified schools, a 
union spokesman said Tues¬ 
day. — 

The mass pickets at district 
schools are being organized 
because members of Local 
382, Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, are "upset” that 
the Greater Victoria school 
board is organizing “strike¬ 
breakers” to clean schools 
during the work stoppage. 
Bob Cunningham said. 

About 30 janitors picketed 
Cedar Hill junior secondary 
school Tuesday morning and 
board spokesman Bill Stavdal 
said the workers were abusive 
to teachers crossing the lines 
and that one woman teacher 
was shoved by a picket. 

Cunningham denied there 
was any violence at the scene, 
saying the woman was pushed 
when a picket knocked into 
her after first being shoved 
by a teacher. 

Stavdal said Tuesday the 
board is seeking a legal opin¬ 
ion on whether to apply to the 
courts for an order limiting 
the number of pickets at 
strike-bound schools. 

It will be several days be¬ 
fore a decision on whether to 
go to court is reached, Stav¬ 
dal said, but Cunningham 
called the threat “ridiculous". 


There is no legal limit, he 
said, on how many persons 
picket, and as long as the 
pickets keep moving and do 
not prevent people from 
crossing, there is no legal 
way the board can remove 
them. 

About 800 students, when 
confronted by the pickets at 
Cedar Hill, refused at first to 
enter the school, but many fi¬ 
nally did so when police at the 
scene told them to either go 
home or cross the line. 


Some students were using 
the picket line as an excuse to 
miss school, Stavdal said. 

Mavis DeGirolamo, pres¬ 
ident of Greater Victoria 
Teachers Association, said 
her members are 
"distressed” by what she 
called CUPE attempts to pre¬ 
vent teachers from crossing 
picket lines. 

"The fact that they show up 
30 deep won’t make us change 
our minds,” she said.

Details of the affair came tn 
light when the director of pub¬ 
lic prosecutions opened rele¬ 


vant documents to public in¬ 
spection. Until recently, the 
department kept the wraps on 
official documents for 100 
years., 

The papers confirm rumors 
rife at the time that such 
leaders as the Prince of 
Wales and the prime minister, 
Lord Salisbury; prevented 
authorities from prosecuting 
lx>rd Somerset. The Prince of 
Wales, the eldest son of 
Queen Victoria, became King 
Edward VII. 

The documents also show 
that officials at the time 
wrote that Lord Somerset's 
lawyer boasted that if the 


peer was taken to court "a 
. very distinguished person will 
be involved—PAV.” 

ThaT referred to Prince Al¬ 
bert Victor, Duke of Clarence, 
the black sheep among Queen 
Victoria’s grandchildren 
eldest son of the Prince of 
Wales — who died in 1890. 

The prince’s name had ear¬ 
lier been mentioned in the 
Jack the Ripper murders that 
terrorized -London. 

The documents do not men¬ 
tion Prince Albert further. 
They show- the attorney gener¬ 
al. the public prosecutor and 


the police commissioner wani- . 
od to prosecute Lord Somerset 
referred to in the docu¬ 
ments as Mr. Brown under 
stringent laws forbidding acts 
of "gross indecency” between 
male homosexuals.

P-h-o-t-i does not spell fish 
but to a Grade 1 student 
first encountering the enig¬ 
mas of English there's no log¬ 
ical reason why it shouldn’t.

Sounds like 
fish, doesn’t it? 

That’s but one of hundreds 
of examples of the inconsis¬ 
tencies between spoken and 
written English, and it’s not 
surprising if most young stu¬ 
dents are convinced our lan¬ 
guage rules were invented by 
some sadistic kid-hater. 

Some kids, however those 
who at the very beginning are 
taught the Initial Teaching Al¬ 
phabet have a much easier 
time of it. 

ITA. as it’s known to educa¬ 
tors, is not something brand 
new and neither is it making 
much progress in replacing 
the traditional methods of 
teaching reading and writing.

come easily "and it’s not so 
frightening." 

Several studies in North 
America and England have 
shown that ITA students do at 
least as well or better in tra¬ 
ditional English, once they 
have made the transfer, as 
.students who have learned the 

alphabet. 

The usual advantages cited 
are that ITA students normal¬ 
ly have a more confident atti¬ 
tude toward language skills 
and are more likely to be¬ 
come eager readers and writ- 
el's. 

But the fact remains they 
have to “unlearn” their spe¬ 
cial alphabet at some point 
and start using the same com¬ 
plicated spelling the rest of us 
use == a n d t his is -the main ob¬ 
jection of educators who 
aren’t quite sold on the new 
method. 

Victor Thompsop, assistant 
superintendent of Greater 
Victoria school district, be¬ 
lieves there is a definite prob¬ 
lem in the transition from 
ITA to regular spelling. 

, "It might be easy for some 
students but difficult for 
others.’’ he says. “I think it’s 
been shown that it’s not that 
much of an advantage in the 
long run.” • 

Thompson says aL least a 
half-dozen district schools 
have experimented with ITA 
in recent years “but it’s gra¬ 
dually died out.” 

The choice of using ii or 
not, however, remains up to 
individual schools.

Sooke doctor: 

Bed crisis 
has merit 

Health Minister Dennis Cocke’s suggestion 
that Royal Jubilee Hospital reserve 70 beds in its 
Memorial Pavilion for extended - care patients can 
benefit the hospital only if it forces a crisis in Vic¬ 
toria hospital bed shortage, a local doctor said this 
week. 

Dr. Brian Perry-Whittingham, a general prac¬ 
titioner in Sooke, who is chairman of the health 
committee of the Associated Chambers of Com¬ 
merce of Vancouver Island, was commenting on a 
wanting from Jubilee director Dr. A. C. Pickles 
that the move would intensify Ihe region’s short¬ 
age of acute-care beds. 

Perry-Whittingham criticized the provincial 
government and regional hospital board for delays 
in hospital planning and hoped Cocke’s suggestion 
and its “ominous threat to the availability of acute- 
care beds will at least have a salutory effect on the 
spaghetti factory of hospital planning and build¬ 
ing.’’ 

He compared Victoria’s situation to “the sud¬ 
den enforced closure of the Burnaby General’s 
emergency ward, Jan. 8, 1975, due to over-crowd¬ 
ing.” That spurred production of expansion plans 
to more than double the hospital’s capacity in three 
s ears, he said. 

A health department spokesman said Tuesday 
that department and hospital officials had . met 
before Cocke’s announcement. He said department 
officials had undjrstood that some of the beds in 
question were vacant and could be assigned to 
chronically ill patients, thus freeing other beds for 
acute-care. 

The move will not directly reduce the load on 
private nursing homes, but will reduce their wait¬ 
ing lists to a small degree when beds, previously 
used for acute-care, are converted to extended- 
care. the spokesman said. 

Cocke’s announcement said the re-assignment 
of beds would be temporary, to relieve the problem 
until more extended-care hospitals are built or ac¬ 
quired in the Capital Region.

Centennial Square mer¬ 
chants are paying soaring 
electricity costs to heat their 
shops and they hope the city 
of Victoria will pick up the 
tab at some future date. 

“Our ren^ includes heat and 
hot water and we’re not 
getting either at the mo¬ 
ment,” one merchant said 
Tuesday. 

There are about half a 
dozen stores in Centennial 
Square which are dependent 
on the city hall oil tanks for 
their heat supply. 

The heat was shut off when 
striking outside workers pre¬ 
vented the delivery of fuel-oil 
more than a month ago. 

Most of the shopkeepers 
have installed two or more 
electric heaters since then. 

Mrs. P. A. Wright, of 
Wright’s Gifts and Candies, 
said she is even using “a little 
car warmer I brought here 
from Edmonton years ago.” 

Air Canada, which has its 
offices at the comer of Doug¬ 
las and Centennial Square, 
keeps four heaters going at 
all times. 

A spokesman for the airline 
said the temperature is warm 
enough not to inconvenience 
qustomers. 

Only one merchant said T1 
was “a rather bad situation.” 

Mrs. P. E. Blewett. of the 


Book Nook, said she kept 
warm by “moving aboul a 
lot.” but she looked with dis¬ 
may on the additional expense 
incurred by operating three 
electric heaters. 

Robert Brandon of Rran- 
don’s Ltd,, a jewelry lirm, 
said it probably costs $1.50 a 
day to operate one electric 
heater. 

Most of the merchants said 
they will ask city hall to reim¬ 
burse them—for additional 
electricity costs when the 
strike is over.
